The Police Board at its meeting held yesterday 
afternoon determined to appoint an extra force of 
500 men in the emergency presented by the street 
car strike, With this additional force Chief Harri- 
gan is confident he can master the situation for the 
present at least. The business men who met at the 
Mercantile Club appointed a committee of five from 
their number to confer with the executive board of 
the Knights of Labor, with the street-car employes 
and with tae street car managers in 
order to bring about a eettiement if 
possible of existing difficulties. The following 

entiemen were appointed on the committee: 

osep) Franklin, charman; W. B. Thompson. R. 
M. Scruggs, J seph Specht. S. C. Bunn and N. O. 
Nelson. A resolution was passed instructing the 
president and secretary to issue an address calling 
on the strikers to keep the peace and 
not to interfere with the running of cars or 
with the ricuts of persons of property in the city. 
The committee of five determined to meet at 9 
o'clock this morning to bear the grievances of all 
parties and to report to the general committee in 


order thata plan of arbitration may ve decided 


upon.

with them for the strikers. The first citizen to 
offer his services in any capacity to preserve order 
was Judge Chester H. Krum, who wrote to that 
effecttothe Mayor.

Franklin avenue Lines under 
pertion of last ni ht. The ow! cars were taken 
off the Market street line in order that the strikers 
might not be tempted to waylay cars during be 
most opportune time. The cars on the Franklin 
avenue and Union lines were discontinued after 
10:30, and thousands of people woo went down town 
in the expectation of finding trafs- 
ortation home again were disappointed. 
hey stood on the street corners in crowds ef 
hundreds waiting for the cars and wondering why 
none came. They weie finally compe led to resort 
to some other kind of vebicle or wak home, No 
disturbances were reported during the uigut. 


At Central Turner Hall. 

There was a strong and successful effort on the 
part of the strikers at Central Turner Hall this 
morning to be perfectly quiet, law-aviding and 
mysterious. With the exception of one young 
man stationed at the bottom of the staircase, tho«e 
who were spoken to were polite and gentiemaniy, 
but uncommunicative. jhe hall, three flights up, 
was full of tue striking drivers and conductors, aud 
the stairwaysand s des als clear. In the saloon @ 
number of bickory-shirted, uusngoru laborers were 
scattered about at beer tables Everything wasa3s 
quiet as a church service. and nothing could be 
gained intne way of news. The morung was 
spent in waiting for the executive board aod ibe 
others who had one to « ith the business mea 
at the Mercantile lub.

The Havey Inquest. 

The Coroner will open the inquest on the body of 
John Havey at 10 o'clock to-morrow morning, and 
he will devote to-day to hunting up witnesses of the 
fatal occurrence. He ig anxious to secure as full 
an attendance as possible of those present at the 
shooting and hopes trat such will attend the inquest 
and testify. A new witness appeared at the Sore- 


ner’s office this morning in the person of Theodore 
Schroeder, a German business man of midule age, 
residing at 1909 Lami street. Mr. Schroeder, who 
told his story in a dixpassiouate Way that seemed to 
indicate that be wag free from prejudice, said that 
he was standing on the corner of Hiesory aud 
E.:eventh streets, waiting fora car. when car No. 
46 came along. He was about to moust it wnen the 
strikers surrounded it and proceeded to turn the 
horses loose. Ha went at ouce to the assistance of 
lauies on he car. His memory ofthe affair was 
that the officers at once Attacked the crowd with 
their sticks. He did not see any stones thrown at 
the officers. Durne the fight, Havey started to 
run away and ‘iriffiths ran af er him. Griffiths 
caugu up with bim. grappled him and got him 
down upon the ground. Griffins was holding 
Havey when Hanson wuo was abou fitieen sieps 
away, ran up, paced his pistol to Havey’s nead 
aud Gred. Iu vis Opinion the shooting was perfectiy 
unjustifiabie, as the crowd had deen subdued by 
the officers and were running away from them at 
the time the chase and saoooting occurred. Edward 
Havey, the brother of the dead man, was failed 
this morning on @ charge Of riotousiy disturbing 


the peace. 


Heavy Punishment. 

The strikers and rioters who were brought up be- 
fore Judge Cady this morning were severely bun- 
ished. W. O. Girt, tne grocer who jumped oa 
Cass avenue car and hada tussle with the driver 
who had run into his wagon on the corner of 
Eighta and Pine streets, made a defense, pleading 
that be only waated to fing out the name ot the 
} driver, and that he acted on the impuise of the 
moment. Judge Oady remarked tnat the im- 
yulge must have lasted a long time, as ihe distance 
on cae: tne Pace Ware the coliision 
occurred and he finaily overtook the driver was 
considerable. He then flued bim $100 aad costs 
Ine next disturber of the peace to be brougut up 
was lilies Stanton, the man who boarded a Forest 
Park cur, refused to pay his fare, and, whea turvat- 
ened with ejectment, drew a Colt's navy revoiver 
and held a crowd at bay until the police arrived 
and toot him in, He was fined $10 and costs for 
disturbing the peace and $100 and costs for carry- 
ing concealed weapons.

Any men of good habits 
and ordinary prudence is qualified to accept this 
employment aud discharge uis duties successfully 
and acceptabip to both the passengers and the 
companies, and the wages paid are much above 
the average paid ror this class of labor in any 
o.ber department of business, and the employment 
is Steady, and 50 severe or heavy work is 
It would seem, and the undersigned believe. that 
it is out fair and right that their companies should 
be permitted to empor those who seek this em- 
boy ment, and on terms which they are entirely 
willing to take, and that the lives of these 
pe: sons, and the property of the companies, as well 
as the safety of passengers, should be protected 
from violence at the — of those who, net will- 
ing to work themselves, are bent upon preventing 
any one eise from working. To insist upon placing 
each Compauy ou the same basis a- to wages to be 
paid is to ignore all distinction between the capac 
ity of tue respective companies toearn such w 0 
The fallacy of such « view, when applied in the 
busines: of different individuals, is at once appar- 
ent.

STREET CAR EMPLOYES 

Tt was 11:40 when the committee from the 
Knight's of Labor left the room ad the represen- 
tatives of the car emplores were admitted. The 
Art person that appeared before them was An- 
drew T. Todd of the Broadway Line. an old em- 
pioyee, ordered to the meeting vy the Superintend- 
ent of his line. He said he was working yesterday 
as conductor. He was asked some time ago to 
join the Knights of Labor, but refused because he 
was eatisfied wth his work and his pay. 
He said he wor ed fifteen hours jess twenty-two to 
thirty minutes for each meal. The men were paid 
O cents a trip or 50 cents for the long trip. The 
average was five trips a day, making $2 pay. 
Within the last week the Koizhts of Labor hed 
endeavored to persuade him peaceably to join the 
order, but he refused. He did not «now that any 
e nad been made to Mr. Peper. 

P.8 Burnes of the Benton-Belifontaine who

PLAYING PARNELL. 


The Tory Scheme to Undermine the 
Irish Leader. 


Serious Rivalries Among Liberal Oan- 
didates—The Eastern Crisis—The 
Probabilities of a Conflict—Results 
ofthe French Elections—Prince AF 
brecht of Prussia Appointed Regent 
of the Duchy of Brunswick—Foreigsa 
News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispateoh. 

Lonpow, October 10 —Lord Salisbury bas had a 
second surprising success with his mavifesto. His 
object evidently was to “dish the Whigs and don't 
offend the Tories. He has succeeded. The mod- 
erate Liberals on all sides are expressing their 
approval and admiration, which is natural, for he 
has adopted their pohoy. Doubtless many are 
afraid of the Radicalism of Chamberlain. Many 
Liberal churchmen will be won over. At the 
Cabinet Council yesterday the chief topic is said to 
have been the relations with Turkey. I am 
informed that the project of anew university bill 
for Ireland was approved. This endowing of higher 
Catholic education is strengthening the power of 
the priesthood, and possibly undermining 
Parnell’s power, while apparently supporting him. 

THE PROBALBLE LIBERAL MAJORITY. 

I have talked with two statesmen of the highest 
pesition upon the probable result of the elections. 
One Liberal, an ex-Cabinet Minister, rather 
famous for figures. said the best the Liberals possi- 
bly can expect isa majority of forty over Tories 
and Parnellites. The other, a member of the present 
Cabinet, a man often called the leader of the 
Conservative party said the Liberals could not get 
more than a majority of six. This would be too 
small to work with, therefore he thought there 
would be no change of Ministry. He confidently 
expects to hold office at least two years longer. 
Parnell expects eighty-seven followers. The total 
of the new Parliament will consist of 670 members 

The rivalries between the Liberal candidates 
have become so serious as to threaten a number of 
seats; therefore, a board of twelve arbitrators, com- 
posed of three members from the political com- 
mittee ef each of the four great Liberal political 
ciubs— the National Liberal, City Liberal, Reform 
an d Devonsbire—have been chosen to decide cases. 

THE EASTERN IMBROGLIO. 

There is nothing newfrom the Balkans, except 
that every day's delay brings war nearer. The 
Times has a very alarmist leader on this subject 
this morning. Servian Premier Garashann said 
yesterday to its correspondent: “If driven to de 
spair, Servia will be the volcano that shakes more 
than one Empire. We can permit no preponder- 
ance in the Balkans Peninsula.“ The London papers 
are dispatching special correspondents to Roume 
lia. The Times has a man already there. Will- 
iams is on his way for the Chronicle, but so many 
of the best correspondents were killed ia the Sou- 
dan that the editors are finding great difficulty to 
procure the rizht men. The Polit- 
ical Economist asserts that the Powers 
have nothing whatever to do with 
the risiag, which is entirely due to the Bulgarian 
people themselves. Roumelia was overburdened 
with taxation; overrun by multitudes of useless 
officials, and next, through foreign diplomatic 
intrigue, it had to borrow from the Ottoman 
Bank the annual tribute to the Sultan; therefore, 
there was no remedy but revolution. The opinion 
of the best informed financial men here is that 
there will be no conflict till the death of the German 
Emperor, or at his desire. The greatest effort 
will be made to preserve peace everywhere. 
When he dies, which may be expected at any time, 
there will be a great panic iu foreign stocks, a race 
between Austria and Russia to reach the sea, and 
Turkey wlll collapse like a pricked bladder. 

THE FRENCH ELECTIONS. 

As a result of the French elections there now 
certainly will be a stronger government than before, 
and much more radical. The repulse was the 
best thing that could happen tothe Republicans. 
The Radicals will be the chief group in the Cham 
ber, while the strong Monarchica! force will be 
always present to recall the severe lesson just re- 
ceived. 

THE NUDE IN ART. 

Some months ago a long and excited 
discussion was started by a letter to 
the Times singned 4 British Matron.“ 
protesting against pictures from the nude in the 
Academy.

Ir does not matter whether we refer to it as 
a civil war or as a rebellion, and the childish 
disputants on both sides are only digging neb- 
ulous abstractions from a fog bank. It is 
organized and armed rebellion against a gov- 
ernment that produces civil war, and in civil 
wars generally the final victory of either side 
fixes the brand of rebellion on the other side. 
Wherever an organized rebellion reaches such 
proportions as to be generally recognized as a 
de facto government and to be universally ac- 
corded belligerent rights, it rises to a dignity 
that cannot be affected by any fanciful dis- 
tinction between the terms rebellion and civil 
war. Final success on the battle-fleld is alone 
required to convert such a rebellion into a 
glorious revolution, and as our government 
and institutions grew out of a rebellion and our 
proudest family traditions run back to the old 
rebels of 1776, their descendants do not feel that 
they are reproached when they are called rebels. 
When our Government and the Union men 
of the country refused to let even Jerr Davis 
be tried on an indictment for treason, they 
simply declined to let even the highest judicial 
tribunal of the country pronounce the rebels 
of our late war guilty ofa capital or other- 
wise infamous crime, and prominent 
rebels were immediately appointed to high 
offices of honor and trust under the United 
States by Republican Administrations. Under 
these circumstances the gray-haired soldiers of 
the South can afford to indulge a few crank 
editors in the pitiful satisfaction of calling 
them rebels or pardoned traitors.

A MIGHTY UPHEAVAL 


The Explosion of Flood Rock By 
Dynamite, This Morning. 


A Spectacle Grand Beyond Desoription 
—Precisely at 11:18 O'Cléck Little 
Mary Newton Presses the Electric 
Button, Exploding the Submarine 
Mine and Shattering the Mountain 
of Rock. 


New Yor, October 10.—In order to protect life 
and property at the Flood Rock explosion to-day 
the most careful and adequate police arrangements 
had been perfected. A force of 450 policemen, in 
addition to the harbor police, were detailed near 
the scene of action, 800 of whom were located on 
the East River front. Blackwell's Island contained 
a detachment of 100 men, while fifty were on duty 
at Ward's IsSiand. All the buildings 
on tbe north end of Blackwell's Island 
were cleared of inmates, including the 
Alms House, Work House and Lunatic Asylum,who 
were massed on thelawns at a safe distance from 
the explosion, and carefully guarded. In the Pen- 
itentiary the cell doors were thrown open and the 
prisoners conducted to the halls. The prison was 
surrounded by police, while a large number were 
stationed among the convicts to prevent escape or 
riot and to give aid, in case it was found necessary, 
to reach the landing. All points on the shore from 
which Flood Rock could be seen were densely 
packed with people. The police were busy in 
keeping the crowd outside of the danger line, 
Ropes had deen stretched across the 
river above and below the place of 
explosion, and launches from tbe navy yard 


patrolled the river to see that no vessels attempted 
to pass through. e bell in the tower of St. 
Ann's school building struck the hour of 11, and 
50,000 people 
WAITED FXPECTANTLY FOR THE EXPLOSION, 
which was advertised ro de on hand at 
that bour, but at that moment there were 
still a number of people on Flood Rock. A few 
moments later, however, a tug took them eff, and 
then the spectators b themselves for the ex- 
pected shock. Ladies and gentlemen in carriages 
stood up on cushions and leveled their opera- 
glasses toward the Island A hushed expectancy 
fell on the vast crowd, whe seemed afraid to 
breathe for fear the act would disturb their view 
of the explosion sbouid it occur at that moment. 
The river in the vicinity of Flood Rock and Hallett’s 
Point was now clear of vessels. 
THE EXPLOSION. 

At a respectable distance, however, scores of ex- 
cursion steamers, their decks black with poopie. 
yachts, tugs, and even a Sound Liner, waited for 
the pressing of the electric button. At precisely 
11:18 che earth trembled and the bosom 
of the river was ierced with a mighty 
upheaval of rock and timbers. Up, up, went the 
glittering masses of water until it seemed as if they 
would never stop. Ata height of twenty feet the 
uplifted waters paused and fell back again to the 
river. At this moment, when the 
air for hundreds of feet in each direction 
was filled with the white masses of sparkling wa- 
ter, the spectacle was grand beyond expression. 
Mary Newton, the Il-year-old daughter of General 
Newton, who, as chief engineer, has conducted 
operations at Hell Gate since the start, touched 
tne button that set free the electric 
current that exploded the submarine mines 
and shattered the mountain of rock, i:fting it cut 
of the bosom of the sea and crushing it into a 
million of fragments. It was littie Mary Newton 
who, when a mere baby, touched off the first Hell 
Gate explosion, a few feet from the 2 
where she stood to-day. The shock of the collapse 
was felt only slightly on the Astoria shore and the 
noise resein vled

Where Fiood Roc had li ted its strong back amass

As far as 
it was possible to judge from tne position and ap- 
pearauce of the work, the expiosion had been aa 
entire su thougi for the present the 
vicinity of the blasted rock vl be even 
more dangerous than heretofore until the 
wreck has been removed. The suock was felt toa 
slignt extent in the city. It was distinctly telt in 
the City Hall building, the structure trembling for 
the space of five seconds. At the County Court 
House the shock was also felt. Inthe upper t 
of the building the floors shook and the viahows 
trembled when the explosion occurred.

The Railroad Magnate Arrives In 
St. Louis, 


He Will See the Street Illumination 
To-Night and Then Proceed to the 
Southwest—A Short Interview With 
Mr. Gould—His Views on Discrimi- 
nation, 


When Jay Gould reached the Union Depot at a 
few minutes before 12 o'clock to-day, there were 
several important personages awaiting his coming, 
among them a deputy sheriff and three or four 
railroad detectives. The detectives had no special 
business with the railroad mag nate, 
but the deputy sheriff had, and he 
transacted his business the minute the 
magnate landed both feet on the depot platform. 


The officer was Mr. Scherringhaus, He moved u 
to Mr. Gould while the latter was shaking han 
with a Post-DisPaTom reporter who was there to 
welcome him. and pushed a folded document into 
the magnate's hand, atthe same time exhibiting 
another document of more startling dimensions,

FAIR WEEK FIGURES. 


The Number of People Who Spent 
the Week in St. Louis. 


A Crowd That Stayed All Week and 
Spent Money Freely — Estimated 
From 225,000 to 250,000—Over 
$2,000,000 Spent by Visitors—Inter- 
views With Those Who Catch Money 
From Strangers. 


The Fair week nearly over and the city’s guests 
departing in droves, the chief topic now is, what 
has been gained by the presentation of the fall at- 
tractions. There has been an immense crowd here 
all week, possibly not as great as some that ba ve 
deen here during previous weeks, but a much 
better one on the whole, and ome that stayed the 
whole week through. This was the chief potas” 
gained by the merchants, and it is for them to say 
whether or not it was a good one. Nearly all those 
who have been questioned about the matter say 
that while the crowd was notas great as that of 
1888, for instance—and the figures given below indi- 
| Cate that this is the fact—yet it was a much better 
crowd in quality, and one that stayed 
longer and were more lavish with 
their money. There was less inclination 
to bargain with sellers, and very little “kicking” as 
to prices and accommodations. 

THE CROWD. 

The number of strangers who visited the city is 
best estimated by the number of trains arriving at 
the Union Depot during the week. Of course. 
there were a great many strangers who came here 
last week and remained over and a great many St. 
Louisans returning from business or pleasure tours, 
who must be counted among the arrivals. But in 
the aggregate the figures here given show very 
pelea number of. strangers who visited the 
city. efigures show the number of passen 
cars pulled into the Union Depot during the-five 
days of this week, the Fair Week of last year and 
the Fair Week of the year before last:

Each car ig reckoned as contafning fifty people, 
altbough the capacity of a car is seventy. At the 
lowest estimate then there arrived during the five 
days 225,000 people. Besides these there must be 
covnted the passengers on fifteen river steamers 
and the people conveyed to East St. Louis by the 
Cairo Narrow Gauge These will easily make 
the Union Depot figures 5,000 heavier. Pushing 
these flgures up by allowances for the many heavily 
crowded trains t came in Tuesday, and people 
who remained here from last week, it will not be 
placing toohigh an estimate onthe crowd by 
saying that it numbered 250,000 people. This is not 
as heavy as the gatherings of previous years by 
several thousands, but the fine character of the 
visitors, and the length of their stay, fully made up 
for the deficiency in numbers. The hotels were as 
crowded last night as on Tuesdav night, cots and 
paliets having been freely resorted to. This is a 
thing t never before happened on a Friday 
night dufing Fair Week. The difference between 
the figures of this year and 1883 is accounted for by 
the fact that times are much harder now than 
then, and the poorer people could not come. 

The wholesaie houses have not figured their 
profits — as yet, but itis not likely that any of 
them su wed by the week. 

The retau stores did not do as heavy a 
business as in previous years. 

Figuring on tne basis of 250,000 visitors it is safe 
tosay thateach one who came spent $8. This 
would give the city about $2,000,000, a very low 
estimate. 

The character of the crowd and the value of 
their visit to the city may be judged from the fol- 
lowing interviews: 


The Hotels. 

Manager Lewis of the Southern Hotel said: “We 
have 234 more people this morning than on the 
Friday of Fair week last year; we had 285 more 
yesterday than a year ago yesterday. We have 
had more people here this week than we have had 
since the house was opened. The bar receipts are 


larger. The billiard receipts are larger. There 
were more rooms engaged in advance this year 
than last year or any previous year. People are 
staying sere longer. They used to go out by the 
bundreds on Wednesday morning ou special trains. 
Now they stay for a week. Besides the 
regular Fair visitors we have Hen- 
drickts and a great many railroad men. 
There have been twenty per cent. more people 
here than year; they are a better 
class of people, they have more money and they 
last longer. It is a big week.” 

Mr. O'Shea, clerk at the Planters’ said: We 
have never had such a good class of people here 
as have been here this week. They bave more 
mo and are a much better manavered crowd 
than lever saw before. We used cotslast night 
and will have to use them ayain to-night. he 
crowd has been larger and better, and they stay 
right along. It wouldn't surprise me if we were to 
be crowded until the middie of next week, because 
the people are all evideatly pleased aud desirous of 
stuying here.” . 

Mr. Henderson of the Lindell said: “I have never 
known the cro wd to be 80 great as it has been this 
week, and the beauty of it is that the people are al! 
staying here. It isa’t a one day's 
rus but a whole week's steady business 
Judging from the number we have entertained 1 
should say the crowd this year is the largest we 
have ever had. — 5 had — to 900 every 
day. It's been a money crowd too.“ 

Ar. Pritenett of tne Laciede said: I am just be- 
ginning to get my breath again after the result. 
Ic's been tue biggest crowd we ever had without a 
doubt, and the best and most fespectable lot of 
people Il ever saw together. We have doue a good 
business and better in the long run tuan ever de- 
fore. We filled up sooner and people stayed

Improving Front Street—Clearing Up ses 
Mysterious Murder, 

For some time past the condition of Front street 
has been such as to render improvement impera- 
tive. The traffic on the street is enormous, andif 
something were not done at once to put it in good 
condition it would soon be impassable. As it would 
require a great deal more to reconstruct it prop- 
erly than the city would be able under the appro- 
priation to expend, the advisability of making a 
special assessment to defray the expenditure was 
considered by the authorities, but it was flually de- 
cided to request the co-operation of the numerous 
railroad companies, to whom it is of the great 
est necessity that the street should 
be put in good condition, and thus 


avoid having to order a special taxation. Accord- 
ingly Mayor Joyce sent a letter to the managers of 
the thirteen or more railroads which have their 
shipping and receiving depots near or fronting on 
that street, informing them that the city authori- 
ties were contemplating the improvement of Front 
street, but as the taxation for such vurposes was 
limited to one per cent, the sum derived by au as- 
sessment would be entirely inadequate to carry out 
the needed improvements. Therefore Mayor Joyce 
requested them to contribute their share to the pro- 
sed improvement, from which they would derive 
the greatest bevefit, and the city would appropriate 
$10,000 out of the general fund. In repiy to his 
ſetter Mr. Joyce received communicativas from 
George W. Parker, General Manager 
of the Cairo Short Line, and from James 
Hull, General Superintendent of the Vandalia. 
Repiies from the other managers will no doubt be 
received before the next meeting of the Council. 
Mr. Parker stated in his letter that he bardiy felt 
authorized in promising co-operation in the matter 
without first knowing what tne appr. ximate ex- 
penses would be per front foot, and would also 
have to have the assurance that the work would be 
properiy executed. Mr. Parker further gave it as 
nis opinion that it would be useless to xo to the 
expense of paving Front street with gragite blocks. 
unless they were laid on a first-class concrete 
foundation. If this was done he would feel disposed 
to co-operate wita thecity and the adjoining prop- 
erty owners in making the improvement wuici, be 
thinks, is imperatively demanded. Mr Hui states 
in his letter to the Mayor that he thought 
could be no question as to the 
necessity of improving Front street, and agrees 
with Mr. Parker thatethe most permanent form of 
improvement would be to pave it with granite 
blocks. 1 on a good concrete foundation. He, 
however, would not give a definite assent to co- 
operate until he knew what was likely to be the 
cost of the reconstruction and what amount of the 
cost per front foot would be borne by the city. 

Mayor Jo) ce feels confident that tue railroads 
will be willing to pay tber share without a special 
assessment being ordered, as it is to their interests 
that the street suould be kept in good condition. 
On account of the great number of railroads which 
center here, aod the necessity of the stock brought 
in by them being hauled along Front street, 
there is probably wore traffic on that street than 
on any one  sireet in either St. uls 
or Chicago, aud consequently it would scarcely be 
of any use to reconsiruct the street except with 
granite blocks laid on a good concrete foundation,

Some of-the Historic Memorials in 
end About Portsmouth. 
OSES es 

The “Strawberry Bank” of Capt. John 
Smith's Day—Mansion House of the 
Wentworths—“Old Ironsides” as She 
Now Appears—A Block-House of the 
Seventeenth Century — The Old 
Church at the Isle of Shoals.

Naw Lenk. Septem- A: 
ber 28.—A vote was 
taken on board the 
yacht just after leaving the barbor 
and it was unanimously agreed that 
we were to stop in our cruise along 
the coast only at places where there 
was nothing to see—where we would be free from 
the garrulous impertinence of New England sum- 
mer resort guides. The weather was hazily lazy, 
and even the most rabid relic-hunter gave over her 
passion for mementoes and refused to look at old 
Indian burying grounds and picturesque revolu- 
tionary forts. 

One of us, who was perhaps better at amateur 
photography than she was at yachting, locked up 
her camera and plates and fora time resolutely 
shut her eves to beauties of harbor, rock and 
river. It was pleasantly monotonous, but only for 
a few days. 

Picturesque Portsmouth harbor broke all our 
good resolutions. If the port is made by water 
from the westward no signof commercial life 
whatever answers the search as we turn from Rye, 
but a beacon light near an indentation in the coast 
line soon gives the barbor countersign and the 
practical eye at once recogaizes the entrance to the 
bay. This explains to those of less nautical expe- 
rience the mystery of an accumulation of masts 
thai appear among the church spires beyond the 
hilly shores and seem a background of leafless tree- 
tops. This light. *‘Whale’s Back.“ is the south pass 
to Portsmouth harbor, and a little later Portsmouth 
Light, flanked by Fort Constitution, which guards 
the pass nearer this town, and Kittery opens be- 
fore us the passive waters of the harbor. The 
little bay seems literally gorged with islets 
of al shapes and conditions from the 
pert little baidhbead, scarce more thana fist of 
defiance shaken in the marinér’s face, to the 
comely verdured ones, containing acres of cultt- 
vated soil, and among these fanciful sea-mounds, 
qutty peninsulas make in every available space. 

‘umerous forts representing every age of our 
country’s warfare reg ster from among them and 
bundreds of danger signals greet the eye and ear 
While rumaging in and around the islands. The 
inlets and channels are spanned by a labyrinth of 
bridges, which lace together the oddly assorted 
shores, and, drive where vou will glimpses of lake, 
river or ocean silver the landscape and iend tone 
and variety to the granite crags and wooded farms. 

The yacht anchored neariy alongside the decay- 
ing war vessel, Coustitution, which Oliver Wendell 
Holmes saved from being torn to pieces. The 
hammer of the relic hunter was brought from its 
place of concealment, and the disks of the camera 
came to the front as H they had never been fore: 
sworn. The piace was too beautiful and too 
crowded with interesting historic associations to be 
passed by. The only wonder was that few had 
written about it or adequately illustrated tbe 
place,

That respect due to age Portsmouth ciaims easily 
and without a thought. and to that she adds the 
respect that blue blood ought toinspire.

One 
of t e Wentworths was beheaded for treason. 
During Colonial days the Wentworths ru ed the 
country from the c bling mansion house that 
still stands in among the trees on the hill. One 
wing after another has@succumbed to time, until 
now not more than half remains of what was once 
the finest nanor house in all New England. Still 
many of its early and very English appointments 
remain, and billiard room, leony, council cham- 
ber and reception room are kept just as they were 
more than a century ago. Stirring times there 
were while the Wentwortus reigned. and Often the 
residence hotise was turned into a species of fort, 
and the carved wainscoting echoed to the tread 
of spurred feet.

Roport of the Departmert of Agriculture 
—Iateresting Figures. 
Wasursaton, D. C., October 10.—The orop report 
of the Department of Agriculture says: The high 
condition of cotton in June and July was not 
meutioned in August and September. Severe 
storms and excessive rains have prevailed, 


rust has destroyed the foliage and 
worms have injured the fruit worse than for several 
years, Another fallin the average of condition has 
vecurred from & on the Ist day of September, to 
78. The ayerage in October of the census year was 
81, and the ultimate vield four-tenths of a bale.

SLUMS OF CONEY ISLAND. 


Surprising Results of a Reportorial 
Investigation. 


Long Rows of Dives and Dens as 
Vicious as Any That Ever Existed in 
the Five Points—Young Men Robbed 
and Women Ruined—Some Police 
Missionary Work Needed. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-D1sPatcnr. 
FROM THE COUNTRY AND LOST. 

New Tonk, September 28.—That part of Coney 
Island which lies between the wastes of Norton’s 
Point and Brighton Beach has been not inaptly 
called The Bowery by the Sea.” Along the lower 
end of Surf avenue, which begins at Brighton 
Beach and terminates in a dismal sand heap three- 
quarters of a mile below, are elustered dozens of 
tawdry wooden structures in which the wildest 
scenes of Bowery or Chatham street dive“ life 
are nightly paralleled and frequentiy outdone. The 
locality is a plague spot on New York's most popu- 
lar seaside resort, and notwithstanding the efforts 
of Coney Island's decent citizens to drive 
away the offensive dens, they remain and 
flourish, seeming to be protected by some -myste- 
rious and potent “influence.” By day the 


. **cottages,”’ as they are pieasantly called by the 


police, are dingy looking structures enough. 
They all seem to have been built from one model, 
rambling two-story structures, loosely put together 
of cheap stuff, like the hotels of a new mining town. 
At night the whole west end of the island is ‘ablaze 
with the lights of these dives. From the plind- 
ing electric glare befare the biggest saloon to the 
red-glassed lanterns of the smallest den all are 
making as erfat a display as possibie, and not the 
faintest effort is made to cloak tke vicious per- 
formances that go on unhindered by the guaraians 
of the peace. The territory is divided into two 
parts— The Gut,” which ig the long strip of 


tumble-down houses on crooked lanes back of Surf 
avenue and east of the railroad depot, and “the 
West End.“ which embraces the region near the 
big wooden elephant and the half-leyeled sand 
dunes west of the iron pier. 

“The Gut” is very like what the old Five Points” 
used to be; saloons, little dry goods and clothing 
stores and houses of ll-fame are jumbled together 
along narrow lanes amoug the sand-hills. It is 
only witgin a year or so that the questionabie re- 
sorts have been established there to ply their vile 
trade. Reputable people of the neighvorbood have 
complained, time and again. to the authorities and 
tried to bave the nuisances driven away, but as the 
com nan's had neither long purses nor a strong 

litical “pull” to bac up their efforts, they failed. 
Now the respectable people in the neighborhood 
are 50 COW that they scarcely dare, even among 
themselves, to say a word against the dens. A man 
who recently owned a decent cotiage on the out- 
skirts of “the Gut,"’sai@ to a Woato reporter yes- 
terd«y: During the 
summers of 1882. 1888 
and 1884 I had more 
boarders at my house 
than I could accom- 
modate.

Jay Gould Sued For $150,000 On 
Alleged Breach of Contract,

John M. Woodward Relates a Partner- 
ship Arrangement for Construction 
of a Line—He Shows How the Frisco 
Negotiations Shunted Him—Pro- 
ceedings To-Day in the Federal 
Court—Matters in Litigation, 


As Mr. Jay Gould stepped from his private car 

at the Union Depot to-day he was served with a 
writ from the Sheriff's officein a suit for damages 
for alleged breach of contract, brought against 

him in the Circuit Court by John M. Wooaward. 

Messrs. Krum and Jonas filed the petition, and the 

damages are placed at the neat little sum of 
$150,000. Mr. Woodward, whois the owner of the 
steamboat Maggie P., and who formerly conducted 

the Kirxwood Hotel, alleges that on the 7th of 
January, 1882, Jay Gould entered into an agree- 
ment with him to construct a  doubdle- 
track railroad between St. Louis and Pacific, 
to be used for the traffic of the Missouri Pacific 
Road. ‘The arrangement was that Mr. Gould 
should have 55 per cent of the stock and Mr. 

Woodward 45 per cent; that Mr. Woodward shouid 
receive ao annual salary of $5,000 for three years, 
and that he snou'd receive 45 per cent of the pro- 
ceeds in the event ofa sale of the road. He alleges 
that after making the agreement Mr. Gouid ad- 

vanced moneys for the purposes of organization 
and surveys, and considerable work was done. 

Proceedings, however, came to a halt in February 
of the same year, when Mr. Gould refused to 
go on with the work, and the sinews 
of the undertaking were wihdcrawn. Having 
abandoved the scheme, Mr. Gould is asked to pay 
Mr. Woodward $150,000 for failing to carry out the 
agreement. Mr. Woodward alieges that. after en. 
tering mto the contract with him, Mr. Gould and 
Mr. Huntington opened up negotiations with the 
Seligmaus for the purchase of the controlling inter- 
est inthe St. Louis and San Francisco Rahroad. 
About that time work had been in progress on the 
Frisco extension line to St. Louis, but operations 
were suddenly suspended and 600 men discharged. 
Mr. Woodward alleges that for eighteen Months 
matters were dormant, and in the 
meantime he was shunted. 
next thing he heard was that Mr. Gouid controlied 
the stuck of the Frisco Company. 

Ihe trial of this interesting breach of contract 
suit will be set for the December termof the Cir- 
cult Court, but it is probabie that the case will be 
transferred tothe United Statés Court. Mr. Gould, 
however, wil have to auswer to the sult tke first 
week of December in the State Court.

An Excited Crowd Quieted By 
An Orator, 


An Incident in the Life 
of Blennerhassett, 
Lawyer, Recalled by the 
Veteran Dr. J. L. Rootes-- 
The McDowell Medical 
College in ’43. 


Dr. J. L. Rootes of Callaway. 


The following personal appeared in the Posr- 
Dispatoa of Fr.day, October 9: 

Dr. L. J. Roctes of Callaway County has been 
visiting Dr. Gratiot at Cheltenham. Dr. Rootes 
was a graduate of the McDowell Medical College in 
1848, was a room-mate of Bienuerbassett, the great 
lawyer, and a class-mate of Dr. Steveus, now Su- 
perinte:.dent of the St. Louis Insane Asylum. 

The name of Dr. Rootes has been a pretty familiar 
one in the history of the K ngdom of Callaway.“ as i 
bas been in the history of the State. Dr. Rootes came 
to Missouri when a boy, settling in Jefferson City, 
where he studied medicine with Doctors Edwards 
and Abbott, then the best known physicians in the 
West. From these he came to the McDowell Col- 
lege in St. Louis, Leaving the Sisters’ Hospital in 
St. Louis, in which he went to act as surgeon. not 
long after hs graduation from the McDowell Gol- 
lege, Dr. Rootes went to Hood's Postoffice, in Calla- 
way County, where he settled in the regular prac- 
tice of medicine, and where he has remained wide- 
ly known and widely quoted ever since. Beyond 
being made President of the County Medical So- 
ciety, he has never taken nor sought auy official 
prominence. 

Forty years of continuous practice, extending 
perhaps overa wider territory than has ever been 
covered by one physician, gives a man a name and 
afame tbat official life cannot give him, and Dr. 
Rootes has smail cause to envy either the politician 
or the statesman. 

A reporter visited the veteran at the house of his 


relative, the distinguished physician mentioned in 


the above quoted personal. 

Jam glad to see you.“ said the Doctor, in reply 
to a question. “but there isn’t much I can tell you. 
It ig true, as the personal states, that I was a 

FRIEND OF BLENNERBASSET , 

but there isn’t much about Bienuerhassett that his- 
tory hasn't g ven you. Oue thing there is, however. 
that [have never seen mentioned. He was the 

reatest crank that ever lived, on bow ten pins. 
n fact he would lose his meals for the sake of 
bowling It is true, too, that Charlie Stevens 
was in my class. There are only six of 
of us living now, that were in the class that 
graduate l in the winter of 44. Theonly members 
of the facul'y that remain are Doctors Johnson 
and Moore—both of hem. I believe, are now living 
in St. Louis. Well, the years swiftly, aad ag 
I was reading to-night abuut the street car riots, 
and my mind reverted to those riots during my 
college course here, when the mobs tere down a 
hospital and hunied the medical students like dogs 
when Blennerhasset calmed the excited people and 
sent them to heir homes by the magic of his elo- 
quence, it dida’t seem so very long ago, but itis 
the greater part of a lifetime ago, and those of us 
who werein our prime then should be getti 
ready to die now, if, indeed, we are not de 
already.” 

The old doctor laughed—a peculiar, mel- 
low kind of a langh—as he said this and 
straightened up to bis full height, nearly 6 feet } 
his stockings. Straightasan arrow he seem 
tall, stalwart, baie and vigorous, bearing with little 
sign of weariness his sixty-six summers, and loog- 
ing as he 1s, the picture of perfect man.
